Washington, Mar. 2G.—The following 


Is the full text of the president's mes- 
sage sent to congress Wednesday: 


To tho Senate nnd House of Repre- 


sentatives: 1 call your attention to 
certain measures as to which I think 
there should bo action by tho congress 
before the close of the present session. 
There Is ample time for their consider- 
ation. As regards most If not all of 
the matters, bills have boon Intro- 
duced Into one or the other of the two 
houses, and It Is not too much to hopo 
that action will bo taken ono way or 
the other on these bills at tho present 
session. In my message at the open- 
ing of tho present, session, nnd, In- 
deed, In various messages to previous 
congresses, I havo repeatedly sug- 
gested action on most of these meas- 
ures. 


Child labor should bo 
prohibited 


throughout the nation. 
At least 
a 


model child-labor bill should be passed 
for the District of 'Columbia. 
It Is 


unfortunate that In the one plnco sole- 
ly dependent upon congress for Its 
legislation there should be no law 
whatever to protect children by for- 
bidding or regulating their labor. 


I renew my recommendation for tho 


Immediate re-enactment of an employ- 
ers' liability law, drawn to conform to 
the recent decision of tho 
supremo 


court, Within tho llmltst Indicated by 
the court, the law should ho mado 
thorough and comprehensive, and tho 
protection It affords should einbrnc1 


every class of employe to which th' 
power of the congress can extend. 


In addition to a liability law pro 


tcctlng tho employes of common car 
rlors, tho government should show It 
good faith by enacting a further \n\ 
giving compensation to Its own em 
ployes for Injury or death Incurred In 
Its service. It Is a reproach to us as 
a nation Hint In both federal and stat 
legislation wo have afforded less pro 
tcctlon to public and private employes 
than any other Industrial country o 
the. world. 


Injunction Legislation. 


I also urge that action be 
taken 


along the lino of the recommendation 
I have already made concerning In 
junctions In labor disputes. No tern 
porary restraining order should bo Is 
sued by any court without notice; and 
tho petition for a permanent Injuiic 
tlon upon which such temporary ro- 
ptralnlng order has been Issued should 
bo heard by the court Issuing the samo 
within a reasonable time—say, not to 
exceed n week or thereabouts from the 
dato when tho order was Issued. It Is 
worth considering whether it would 
not give greater popular confldenco In 
the Impartiality of sentences for con- 
tempt If it was required that the Issue 
should bo decided by another jttdgo 
than the one Issuing tho Injunction, 
except whore the contempt Is com 
milled In the presence of tho court, or 
In other case of urgency. 


Rate Law Amendments. 


I again call attention to the urgent 


need of amending the Interstate com 
morce law nnd especially tho anti-trust 
law along tho lines Indicated In my 
last message, 
Tho Interstate com 


merco law should bo amended so as 
to glvo railroads the right to mako 
traffic agreements, subject to these 
agreements being approved by tho In 
1 


trust law, because of the uncertainty 
a* to how this law affects comblna< 
tlons among labor men and farmers, 
If tho combination has any tendency 
to restrict. Interstate commerce. All 
of these combinations. If and while 
oxiitlng for and engaged In the promo- 
tion of Innocent and proper purposes, 
should bo recognized as legal. As I 
havo repeatedly pointed out. this anti- 
trust law was a most unwisely drawn 
statute. It was perhaps Inevitable that 
In feeling after the right remedy the 
first attempts to provide such should 
bo crude; and it was absolutely Imper- 
ative that some legislation should be 
passed to control, In the interest of 
the public, the business use of the 
enormous aggregations of corporate 
wealth that nre so marked a feature 
of the modern Industrial world. But 
the present antitrust law, In its con- 
struction and working, has exempli- 
fied only too well the kind of legisla- 
tion which, under the guise of being 
thoroughgoing, Is drawn up In such 
sweeping form ns to become either In- 
effective or else mischievous. 


In the modern Industrial world com- 


binations nro absolutely necessary; 
they are necessary among business 
men, 
they nro necessary amot)g labor- 


Ing men, they are becoming more and 
more necessary among farmers. Some 
of these combinations are among the 
most powerful of all Instruments for 
wrongdoing. Others offer the only ef- 
fective way of meeting actual business 
needs. It Is mischievous and unwhole- 
some to keep upon tho statute books 
unmodified a raw, like the antitrust 
law, 
which, while In practice 
only 


partially effective against vicious com- 
binations, has nevertheless In theory 
been construed so as sweeping!}' to 
prohibit every combination for the 
transaction of modern business. Some 
real good has resulted from this law. 
Hut the tlmo has come when It is im- 
perative to modify It. Such modifica- 
tion Is urgently needed for the sake of 
the business men of the country, for 
the Rttko of tho wagcworkcrs and for 
the sake of the farmers. 
The con- 


gress can not afford to leave It on tho 
statute books In Us present shape. 


Remedies Advised.

published In all of their details, Tho 
commission should also bo given tho 
power to make public and to pass upon 
tho Issuance of all securities hereafter 
Issued by railroads doing an interstate 
commerce business. 


A law should bo passed providing in 


effect that when a federal court de- 
termines to place n common carrier 
or other public utility concern under 
the control of a receivership, tho at- 
torney general should have tho right 
to nominate at least ono of the receiv- 
ers ; or else in some other way the 
Interests of the stockholders should be 
consulted, so that tho management 
may not bo wholly re-delivered to tho 
man or men the failure of whoso pol- 
icy may have necessitated tho crea- 
tion of tho receivership.

)11I Isi needed lu the interest of all en- 
gaged in the industries which are es- 
sential to the country's well-being, I 
lo not pretend to nay the exact shape 
that tho bill should take, and the SUE 
Kcstlons I have to offer are tentative 
and my views would apply equall} 
to any other measure which wouh 
achieve the desired end.

bo extended by order of the depart 
incnt whenever for any reason It did

executive department having power 
might forbid tho contract, which would 
then become subject to the provisions 
of the antitrust law, If at all In re 
strnlnt of trade. 


If no such prohibition wns Issued, 


tho contract would then only be II' 
able to attack on tho ground that it 
constituted an unreasonable restraint 
of trade. Whenever tho period of fll 
Ing bnd passed without any such pro. 
ilbltlon, tho contracts or combinations 
could bo disapproved or forbidden only 
after notice and hearing with a rea- 
sonable provision for summary review 
on appeal by tho courts. 
Labor or- 


ganizations, 
farmers' 
organizations, 


and other organlxntloiiH not organized 
'or purposes of profit, should bo nl- 
owed to register under tho law by 
giving the location of the head office, 
he charter and 
by-laws, and 
the

pal officers. In the Interest of all these 
organizations—business, 
labor, and 


armors' organizations, alike—the pres- 
nt provision permitting the recovery

unfair, unreasonable, and 


against the public Interest, 


Labor Organization*. 


It is important that we should ou< 


courage trade agreements between em- 
ployer and employe where they aro 
Just and fair. 
A strike is a clumsy 


weapon for righting wrongs dono to 
labor, and we should extend, so far au 
possible, tho process of conciliation 
and arbitration for strikes. Moreover, 
violence, disorder and coercion, when 
committed In connection with striken, 
should be ns promptly and as stern)/ 
repressed as when committed in any 
other connection. 
But strikes them- 


selves are, and should be, recognized 
to bo entirely legal. 
Combinations of 


worklngmen have a peculiar reason 
for their existence. The very wealthy 
Individual employer, and still more tho 
very wealthy corporation, stand at an 
enormous advantage when compared 
to the individual worklngman; 
and 


while there aro many cases where It 
may not bo necessary for laborers to 
form a union, In many other cases It 
Is Indispensable, for otherwise 
the 


thousands of small units, the 
thou- 


sands of Individual worklngmon, wilt 
be left helpless in their dealings with 
the big one unit, the big Individual or 
corporate employer. 


Twenty-two years ago, by tho act of 


June 29, 1886, trades unions were rec- 
ognized by law, and the right of la- 
boring people to combine for all 
lawful purposes wns formally recog- 
nized, this right Including combina- 
tions for mutual protection and beno- 
fits, the regulation of wages, hours 
and conditions of labor, and the pro- 
tection of tho Individual rights of tho 
workmen In tho prosecution of their 
trade or trades; and In the net of 
Juno 1, I8!)8, strikes were recognized 
as legal In the same provision that for- 
bade participation In or Instigation of 
force or violence against persons or 
property, or the attempt to prevent 
others from 
working, by 
violence, 


threat or Intimidation. Tho business 
man must be protected In perton and 
property, and so must tho fanner and 
the wngeworkor; und as regards all 
alike, the right of peaceful combina- 
tion for all lawful purposes should bw 
explicitly recognized.

We are here, face to face, with the 


greatest truth of tho universe, or else 
with the most lamentable delusion. 
Which? 


One's mere opinion amounts 
to 


naught unless that opinion Is based 
upon u most careful, painstaking and 
unbiased Investigation. Even then, the 
result of that opinion Is wholly, as It 
necessarily must be, from the Investi- 
gator's point of view. It Is tho weigh 
Ing of the evidence that constitutes 
tho proof. 


After a thorough and unbiased In 


vestlgatlon extending over more than 
a quarter of a century; an Investlga 
tlon Including every phase- of spiritism 
extant, I have been led, step by step, 
to the following conclusions, viz.: 


1. 1 believe In tho alleged phe- 


nomena of spiritism, but not In the al 
logod cause. 


2. That ovcry true manifestation of 


spiritism may bo accounted for upon 
purely scientific grounds. 


3. That tho phenomena are not duo 


to or over dependent upon outside In 
tclllgencos. 


•I. That there Is no valid ovldunco 


whatever that spirits of tho dead havo 
over communicated In any mannor 
with tho llvlnc. 


B. That not all spirit mediums are 


frauds, but all spirit mediums that aro 
not frauds are self-deceived when 
trlbutlng either their power or their 
Information to spirits of the dead. 


C. That clairvoyance and clalraudl 


encoaro legitimately within tho sphere 
of psychic phonommia, but aro wholly 
Indepcndont of disembodied spirits. 


7. That premonitions nnd Impres- 


sions aro God-given gifts to all Ills 
children. 


In 1874, during my Investigation of 


what was then designated as spirit 
imlism (spiritism), I had tho pleasure 
of meeting tho man (a spiritualist) 
who had the dintinction of having 
glvon tho first public locturo over heard 
on this subject. 


Those soanccs, being of a private 


character, were tho more Interesting 
and with less likelihood of fraud and 
furnished a more satisfactory oppor- 
tunity for careful Investigation. 


As I now look back over tlicso Inter- 


vening years I can HOO clearly whereas 
at that ttmu "1 tmw, as through a glass, 
darkly." 


It may not bo out of placo to state 


that at that tlmo and for many years 
thereafter I was. In consequence of 
many 
wonderful and unaccountable 


personal experiences, a bollover In 
spiritism; but (and I want that word 
"but" 
fully emphasized) a believer 


with a mental reservation as to tho 
cause of tho phenomena. I havo al 
ways been thankful for that shadow of 
a doubt; for. In lutor years, it proved 
to bo "tho pillar of cloud by day" and 
"tho pillar of fire by night" which led 
mo safely out of tho wlldness of Icnor- 
anco and superstition. 


ISvur slnco childhood I have been an 


"Impressionist." and 
thoso Impres- 


sions, luivlng been verified, woro tho 
cause of my early nnd continuous In- 
vestigations. It was years before 1 
learned to distinguish tho one (spirit- 
ualist) from tho other (Impressionist); 
but having distinguished I havo learned, 
also, to discriminate. 


In the winter of 1899, In Cleveland, 


O., I had the pleasure and tho honor 
of mooting tho lato Dr. Thomson Jay 
Hudson. In the many Interviews that 
followed tho first meeting wo ox- 
changed "notes" on our observations 
and experiences along the lines of 
psychic phenomena. 


Wo found, to our surprise, that we 


had been traveling on parallel roads 
for nearly SO years. Our conclusions, 
In tho main, woro Identical; especially 
regarding "spiritualism" and hypnot- 
ism. Wo differed 
In n few minor 


points, each looking from his own 
viewpoint; therefore, we agreed to dis- 
agree. 


I uluill now take up, ono by one, tho 


defense of each plank In tho platform 
forming tho basis of my argument as 
hereinbefore stated. 


1. It may be thought strange that 


anyone could or would accept tho phe- 
nomena of "spiritism" after so many 
years of faithful study; or, having ac- 
cepted the phenomena, they would also 
accept tho cause. 


Many persons havo said to mo that 


they could find out all there Is In "spir- 
itism" In about 20 minutes Instead of 
as many or moro years. 
Possibly so; 


I. e.. all that tholr prejudice would allow 
them to Investigate, 


Bncauso every ' phase of spiritism 


can bo faked Is no assurance that It Is. 
There aro honest and conscientious 
mediums (In tho minority, I will ad- 
mit), but they are not conscious of tho 
origin of their power. They attribute 
1*. In all sincerity, to departed spirits. 
Why? Hecauso they huvo been BO In- 
formed and having accepted tho In- 
formation It has become u verity In 
consequence of tho auto-suggestion. 


As has been stated In a previous ar- 


ticle, the subjective mind Is amenable 
to suggestion. It will romion deduct- 
ively from any premise given and then 
give buck to tho objective mind the 
result of that reasoning. If tho premise 
Is wrong tho conclusion will be wrong. 
You can repeat an untruth so often 
that eventually you, yourself, will be- 
lieve It is true. 


If you want proof as to the amena- 


bility of the subjective mind of the 
medium to a suffifffiHtlou from the ult- 
tor, and further proof of the power of 
auto-suggestions of tho medium on her 
own subjective mind, you have but to 
ask for a communication from ono 
A'tw hat never existed; suggesting, 
thereby, that such a person (say, a 
irotJuT) has passed Into spirit lift. 


It Is an Indisputable fact that 'you 


can .obtain a., communication from an 
Imaginary dead person as readily, as 
.from one .wholactually lived providing, 
•of course,' thut''the medium Is not 
aware of Uie facts. 
I believe, as I 


shall hereinafter endeavor to prove, 
that tho' powor Is not from an ex- 
traneous source, but Is.Inherent. 


2. Science Is a knowledge of 'facts 


and forces. A..sclentlfic Investigation 
reveals the fact that man possesses In- 
herently the power to produce or re- 
produce every phenomenon of spirit- 
ism; therefore It li unnecessary and 
unscientific to seek elljowhere for tho 
source of power. 


3. Back of the manifestation there 


Is, unquestionably, an Intelligence— 
presumably that of the medium. This 
statement should bo nccoptod until tho 
contrary can bo proved. I do not mean 
tho objective Intelligence of the me- 
dium, but that knowledge which has 
passed, telepathlcally or otherwise, 
into the subjective mind, 
( 


4. Communications, all communica- 


tions given by mediums aro purported 
to bo from tho spirits of tho dead. 
Proof, however, is wanting. 
No me- 


dium can communicate matter whloh 
Is at once capable of verification If 
that matter Is unknown to any living 
mind. Therefore, as telepathy cannot 
bo eliminated, and an it Is tho factor 
In every so-called message, It Is not 
necessary to ascribe to spirits of tho 
dead 
(disembodied) 
the knowledge 


which Is In the subjective mind of the 
living,—the embodied spirit. 


C. While many spirit mediums are 


honest It must be admitted that, as a 
class, they ar« not noted for their bril- 
liant, Intellectual attainments; there- 
fore, tho easier solf-dccelvod. 
Now 


and then an educated man or woman 
accepts spiritism, In toto—the more's 
tho pity, but fow of them ovor become 
mediums. 


Tho majority of mediums aro not 


only Ignorant btit neurotic; and tho 
more so, tho better condition for mo- 
dlumshlp,—tho moro abnormal. To bo- 
como a professional medium It Is 
necessary to become objectively pas- 
sive at command; In other words, to 
"lot go" of tho objective mind. This la 
not u dlfllcult thing for mediums to do 
as tho average medium has so little to 
"let go" of. 


Verbal Messages, 


When you go to a medium and you 


are told why you came, you may think 
It strange, especially If It Is your first 
experience. 


If you havo written some questions 


and they aro answered correctly with- 
out having been seen by tho medium 
or having been written on a padded 
block, you may think It still more 
strange unless, perhaps, you aro wls 
enough to attribute it to thought 
transference. 


Hut when tho medium tolls you Of 


something which you "havo nover told 
a living soul," then you are astonished. 


But when sho (I say "she," becauso 


"she" Is In tho majority) tells you 
something you were not thinking of at 
tho tlmo or something you had forgot- 
ten, you are amazed at hur wonderful 
power. 


Hut when she tells you of something 


you nover knew (the facts of which 
you afterward prove truo) you are 
then (lumfoundcd and quite ready to 
espouse tho ciuiHO of aplrltlsm. 


But wait. Has sho told you of that 


which you never know? Impossible. 
You may have no conscious recollec- 
tion of It, but rest assured that no mo- 
dlum (the most expert In tho world) 
can give you any Information that Is 
not already In your subjective mind. 


Many things find their way Into tho 


subjective mind without objective con- 
sciousness. Add to this the fact that 
tho subjectIvo mind Is the storehouse 
of memory and that Its memory Is ab- 
solutely perfect; that every thine you 
havo ovor hoard or read or seen or 
thought or said Is registered therein; 
that tho medium IB In telepathic touch 
with your subjective mind and can 
delve Into that storehouse and bring 
forth thoso long-burled thoughts; that 
sho gets them directly from your own 
embodied spirit and not from the dis- 
embodied spirit of ono who previously 
lived.

er In?" 


A magazine which pretends to na- 


tional Importance and Is always filled 
with accounts of Washington affairs 
recently printed n full-page picture of 
tho poHtmaHler general and labeled It 
In largo typo "Postmaster General von 
Meyer." 
And the magazine Is pub- 


lished In Boston, whence Mr. Meyer 
ImllH. A card In one of tho elevators 
of 
the 
poHtolfico 
department 
was 


brought up to date by one of the em- 
ployes, who, when tho cabinet chaiiKO 
came, crossed out the name of Mr. 
Cortolyou and substituted "von Mey- 
er."
